They said afterward, that while the pres- 
sure for immediate action came from a minority, it was strong, 
but they believed the majority would be willing to give the presi- 


dent a little more time. 


CLAIM RAILROADS PLAYING FOR TIME 


Some of the men urged that most of them go home, leaving the 


brotherhoods heads with authority to call a strike if the railroads 
do not accept the president's plan. The meeting adjourned until 


ten o'clock tomorrow morning. 


"It is our belief," one of the committeemen said,

railroads are playing for time with the president just as they have 
done with us "for many months.

They 
are tiring us out and the men are getting 
disgusted with the

London, August 23.—Political developments is the Batons 


overshadow interest for the moment even the important military 
operations in progress there but today's dispatches throw little new 
light on the situation from either a political or military stand- 
point. 


In connection with the attitude of Rumania, the course of the 


Russian campaign in Bukowina, close to the Rumanian frontier, is 
being closely watched. The latest advices from Teutonic sources, 
however, declare that the Russians are being held up by the .Teu- 
tonic resistance, not only in the Carpathian fighting, but 
along 


the entire front to the north in Galicia and Volhynia. 


With Russian and Italian troops added to the French, British 


and Serbian forces already in the field, the Allies have a formida- 
ble array of fighting men on the Macedonian front. 
So far how- 


ever, its strength has not been exerted to marked effect.. The Bul- 
garians have pushed back both wings and it is only in the center, in 
the Vardar Valley that entente advances have been scored. It 
seems not improbable that this region, which offers 
superior rail, 


road facilities, because of the line running through it from Saloniki 
to Uskup, has been selected as the main avenue along which the' 
entente thrust is to be made. 


On the western front, along the Somme the British continue 


closing in on Thiepval, on their left flank and apparently have Guil- 
lemont, on their right, almost within their grasp.. South of the 
Somme, the French are now being forced to fight hard for the 
retention of the trenches captured early this week in the vicinity 
of Estres, and Paris reports today that the Germans, through, a 
strong counter-attack, were able to gain a footing in their former 
trenches. 
. 


The Italians are continuing passive in the Goriria area so far 


as their infantry is concerned, but their artillery is showing mark- 
ed activity while the work of consolidating the ground won east 
and southeast of the captured town is being completed. They have 
launched a dew aggressive movement in the Dolomotes, the Alpine 
region on the far northern front, however, and report the capture 
of the Austrian positions in the Tefano heights. 


The Turks who recently have been pressing the Russians hard 


in Southern Turkish Aremnia have also attempted an 
offensive 


along the Black Sea const but Petrograde reports that they were 
foiled in this movement and driven back with the aid of the Russian 
Black Sea fleet. 


GERMANS LOSE NEWUY GAINED FOOTHOLD 


London, August 23.—Two heavy assaults on the 
positions 


newly won by the British south of tho Thiepval, on the Somme 
front, were made last night by the Germans. They gained a foot- 
ing in the British trenches but were driven out again, the war of- 
fice announced today. 


RUSSIANS UNABLE TO GAIN GROUND 


Berlin, August 23.—(By wireless to Sayville)—Despite their 


determined attacks in many sections of the front in Volhynia, Gal- 
icia and the Carpathian regions, the Russians have been unable to 
gain any ground from the Teutonic forces, according to the Aus- 
trian official statement of August 22. The Russian losses in the 
fighting along the lower Stokhod, northeast of Kovel, were ex- 
tremely heavy, says the statement.
